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4. 1787 CONNECTICUT G6 M.33.43-hh.2. Sharpness VG10 with a 

small round punchmaik in the middle of the obverse. Dark 
reddish chocolate with some lighter brown highlights. The 
surfaces axe very lightly granular. The full 1787 date is 
visible. An R-6 variety.

microscopic porosity. Dark olive with light brown highlights.

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6. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.48-g VG10. Sharpness a bit better with 

some minor roughness on the obverse. Somewhat glossy dark 
olive with light brown highlights. The date and legends are 
clear. Type with pronounced outline to the shield.

with a few very light hairline scratches on both sides. Well 
struck on a very large planchet (31mm, 154.7 grains) ExF.B.

with some very light granularity in the fields. Struck on 
a very large planchet (31mm, 136.6 grains) .

9. 1793 C - 3 R3 G4 Glossy medium brown. Date and LIBERTY 
are clear as are most of the reverse details. The words "HALF 
CENT" are worn smooth. No damage, just honest wear on a nice 
planchet. 

10. 1794 C-4a R2+ G5. Dark chocolate with light brown 
highlights. The surfaces are fairly glossy but notperfectly 
smooth. Late die state, probably Breen State VII. 

11. 1795 c-l R2 G4+ . Somewhat glossy chocolate with a small 
planchet fissure over AME. Late die state, Breen state IV. 
A bit light for a lettered edge 1795 at 97.3 grains. 
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12. 1795 C-4 R3 G4. Sharpness G6 with a few minor marks 

and some slight bends in the planchet. Glossy medium reddish 
brown with lighter brown highlights. Breen state III.

Glossy medium brown 
on a high-quality planchet. Breen state IV.

Medium brown 
with lots of tan and faded mint frost on the reverse. Breen 
state II. A nice example of the crosslet 4 stemless reverse 
variety.

39. 1804 C-13 R1 EF45. Sharpness AU50 but recolored tan and | 
light reddish brown with a small carbon spot or. the 
shoulder . Still frosty and attractive. Breen state III with 
some clear doubling (from die bounce) on LI and the hair 1 
ribbons. In an NGC slab graded MS62BN. 

40. 1804 C-13 R1 VF20 . Glossy dark chocolate with some light | 
brown in protected areas. Breer. state III.

Sharpness AU50 with a fresh scrape 
across HALF and CENT. Light brown with a reddish stain on 
the central reverse . Ear ly die state with proof like fields, 
especially on the obverse. Shallow low spots at most dentil 
tips on both sides. Strongchatter strike on the obverse, 
with clear doubling on the date, stars, and much of the 
profile. Probably struck just after the Breen state I 
proofs, with the proof polish lines still clear. A very 
interesting piece.

Much of the obverse is strongly doubled from die 
bounce, including stars 2 -11, the bust, chin, lips, coronet 
top, top of the head, and many of the dentils.

Frosty light to medium 
brown. Breen state III with strong double profile on 
coronet, nose, lips, chin, bust and most stars.
